Creston, Ia., Feb. 8.—|Special.)—An ap- 
palling accident entailing the loss of several 
lives and the serious anjury of a number of 
people occurred at 8:30 o’cidck this after- 
noon to the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
train No. 8, which left} this city for the West 
half an hour previously.’

PREPARE FOR THE SCOURGE. 


A Gloomy Statement Prepared by the 
National Board of Gealth to nt 
to Congress—A Cholera Visitation 
This Summer‘ Threatened. 
Wasminoron, D. C., Feb. 7.—{Special.)—The 

officers of the National Board of Health have 
prepared for the consideration of Congress a 
statement very gloomy in its character, which 
is intended to sharply call the attention of Con- 
gress to its duty in the matter of the threatened 
epidemic from Asiatic cholera which is already 
at our doors. 
to Congress the members of this board show 
that in every instance where Asiatic cholera 
bas prevailed in Europe in an epidemic form, 
the epidemics have reached this country in 
the same year or the yoar after. 
This is true of the epidemics of 
1832, 1849, 1854, 1866, and 18738. The National 
Health authorities know of no reason why 
there should be an exception in the case o 
epidemic which last year prevailed in Europe. 
They therefore urge upon Congress the neces- 
sity of such action as will enable the Govern- 
ment to do what it can both to prevent the en- 
trance of the epidemic at our doors and to re- 
strict it if it should enter. The board say that 
the following statement will serve to impress 
more fully the facts gathered from the history 
of Asiatic cholera as to the movements of the 
epidemics which have reached this country:

EX-CONGRESSMAN MORRELL. 


His Friends Deny that He Is Troubled 
with Softening of the Brain. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 8.—|Spevial.}—The 
friends in this city of ex-Congressman Daniel 
J. Morrell, President of the Cambria Iron 
Company, deny the statement telegrapbed 
from Pittsburg today that he is suffering from 
softening of the brain and has been removed 
to an insane asylum in or near this city. Mr. 
Mortellhas been for many years the head and 
manager of the largest iron company in the 
United states, employing over 3,000 men, at 
Johnston, Pa. Mr. Morrell came to this city 
last Thursday, his friends say, to consult 
physicians, and decided to seciude him- 
seif for a few weeks and rigidly to 
refrain from the transaction of all business. 
The rumor thatheis in an insane asylum or 
that his mind is in any way affected is denied. 
Mr. Morrell bas been failing in health for three 
years, and is completely broken down. Dr. 
William Norris, who has treated Mr. Morrell 
before, says that he is suffering from nervous 
prostration. It is learned from other sources 
that Mr. Morrell bas retired entirely from the 
management of the Cambria Company. Mr. 
Morrell was born in Berwick, Me., in 1821, and 
is one of the richest men in Pennsyivania.

Place of observation. 
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An Unpleasant Night. 

One of the severest storms of this winter set 
in from the northwest at 8 o'clock last night. 
The snow fell in blind drifts and was ac- 
compank i by a raw, chilling wind which added 
to the disagreeabieness of the night. The 
Western Union wires west of @hicago were all 
vight at 10 o'clock, but the New York wire of 
the Associated Press had been disabled by 
sleet-storms East. The storm in Illinois and 
the States adjacent began suddenly, no snow- 
fall during the afternoon being reported from 
Illinois, Iowa, or Wisconsin. Light snows, 
however, were reported to the signal-service 
office from Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, and 
Utah. At 10 & m. a snow-storm and quite cold 
weather were reported from Omaha, points in 
Iowa. and at Springfield, III., there was a storm 
of sleet. 

The night was not one to invite outdoor 
amusemens and those who had a warm home 
remained there. The police stations were early 
besieged by crowds of homeless, poorly-viad 
tramps, and hundreds were accommodated with 
lodgings. The drifing of the snow aiong 
the street-railway tracks made it mneces- 
sary to keep the plows gome all night. 
The east-bound passenger-trains leaving the 
city last nigbt encountered trouble just out- 
side the city limits, some being detained for 
several hours because of stalled freight-trains 
ahead of them. The incoming trains due last 
night were delayed from twenty minutes to an 
hour, and, should the storm continue, as it 

romises to, the delays ot the mail will proba- 

ly be rather serious today. 


FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


Three Boilers in the Firmenich Starch 
Works at Peoria Explode-TWo Men 
Missing. 

ProriA, III., Feb. 8.—{Special.|—Three boil- 
ers of the Firmenich Starch Works explodod 
this evening. They were carried out on the 
prairie nearly 600 yards. There is little doubt 
that the fireman and the watchman were botn 
in the buildimgat the time and that they met 
their death. The fireman's name is Joseph 
Doolittle and that of the watchman John Byers. 
Both are married men and have families. 

Shortly after the explosion the ruins of the 
starch works took fire, but by the efforts of the 
firemen and the large crowd which had gathered 
by this time the blaze was extinguished. 

The works are almost completely wrecked. 
When they were in operation they employed 
about 100 men. 

At this hour (10 p. m.) no one has been able

INDIANA. 
BILLS INTRODUCED, ENGROSSED, AND PASSED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 17.—{Special.|— 
There being no quorum in either branch of the 
Légisiature today routine was the order. In 
the Senate committee reports were received, 
and in the House new bills were introduced. 
Among the measures proposed were the fol- 
lowing: By Mr. Pendleton, to require private 
banking institutions to make and publish three 
reports a year. A resolution by Mr. Reeves, 
calling for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee for the purpose of preparing a plan for 
the consolidation of the three State institutions 
State University, Purdue University, and 
Terre Haute Normal, at Terre Haute—was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Education. 

Representative Gordon has introduced a bill 
to probibit the formation of local insurance 
boards jn the cities and towns of Indiana for 
the purpose of regulating the rates on risks. 
In this city the compact made by the board 
was taken into court and pronounced illegal, 
and Manager Ashbrooke, after a stormy and 
unsatisfactory experience of a year or more, 
has finally resigned. There was too much com- 
piaint from the public against the policy of the 
mangger for him to withstand. Of a piece 
with this bill is the one engrossed today pro- 
viding that telephone companies shall not 
charge more taan $3 a month for any instru- 
ment rented of them, and where an individual 
uses two or more he shall not be compelled to 
pay over $2.50 apiece. Mr. Pendieton's bill 
introduced today to require private banks and 
bankers to make three reports yearly is in ac- 
cordance with the suggesnon of State-Auditor 
Rice. Early in the session a meeting of pri- 
vate bankers was held, and, it is alleged, in- 
culeated into rural members the idea that Mr. 
Rice’s suggestion was in the interest of 
National banks, and any official supervision 
of private banks was to be authorized. So far 
this session the argument had proved potent 
to prevent the introduction of “ embarrassing 
legislation.“ Sohley's mischievous bill for the 
incorporation of trades-unions and industrial 
associations, with its heavy penalties against 
employers for interfering with the objects of 
such organizations has been quietly shelved by 
the committee, and will not be heard from 
again. 

Representative Moody, known as the 
**Crushed Tragedian,” has been finally suc- 
cessful in obtaining recognition. It required 
three distinct efforts of a nature to attract 
general attention before he achieved it, how- 
ever. He has been made Chairman of the com- 
mittee to investigate the affairs of the new in- 
sane hospitals, but what necessity there is for 
this, when not even the foundations are in, 
only Omnipotence and a Democratic House of 
Representatives know. The first bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Moody this session was one re- 
storing the old law making thirty-two pounds 
the legal weight of a bushel of oats, and he 
watches its course with the most anxious solici- 
tude. He says the issue of ty events hang 
on the fate of that bill. o years ago the 


Legislature raised the legal weight of a bushel | 


of oats from thirty-two to thirty-three pounds, 
and when the representatives of border coun- 
ties rose up for renomination. the yeomanry 
sinote them hip and thigh, for their neighbors 
in Ohio and Iliinois stili sold thirty-two pounds 
for a bushel. Of all the host who voted for 
that measure, and who lived in the border 
counties, not one escapea to tell the tale. 
Moody says it was the most powerful factor he 
had to fight, and if be doesn't get a repeal of 
the obnoxious law he feels that be is doomed 
to retire to private life. A bill passed the 
House yesterday reducing the per diem of 
stenographic court reporters from $10 to $5 
per day. This is a piece of false economy 
which will cost much more than is saved. Com- 
petent reporters cannot be secured at this nig- 
gardly stipend. Senator Brown has introduced 
a bill providing that Circuit Court Judges in 
counties where there are no Criminal Courts 
shall receive an additional compensation of 
$500. A bill to empower County Commissioners 
to open books for subscriptions to erect sol- 
diers’ monuments and to appropriate money 
for the same has been introduced by Senator 
Hilligass. The board may appropriate as much 
as the citizens will subscribe. 
A BANKRUPT TREASURY. 

For the first time in many years the general 
fund of the State Treasury is exhausted and 
warrants go unpaid. Within less than two 
weeks the money in the Treasurer's hands has 
dwindled from $487,000 to $286,000, and every 
cent of it belongs to special funds. A state- 
ment was made today that the Treasurer ot 
Marion County was indebted to the State 
Treasury in the sum of $136,000, and that if 
this were paid the State's creditors could get 
their money. The fact is, Marion County owes 
less than $9,000, the residue having been paid 
to State-Treasurer Cooper at various times, pb 
his request, in advance of the settlement wit 
the State Auditor. This condition of things is 
very embarrassing and annoying to some par- 
ties who need their money, and it will probably 
result in the speedy passage of the bill autbor- 
izing atemporary loan of $600,000. 

NOTES. 


The Com missioners of the Morton monument, 
unveiled in Circle Park a year ago today, ad- 
dressed a communication. to Gov. Gray tender- 
ing through him to the State the monument, 
asking that it be accepted and cared for as 
other State property is protected. The Gov- 
ernor will transmit the communication to the 
Legisiature next week with suitable recom- 
mendations.

THE MEASURES BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 8.—|Speciai. |—The Sub- 
Grain Committee are still working upon the 
Grain and Warehouse Inspection bill, and will 
have it completed at an early date. It will not 
be a very long bill, but will cover the Iinois 
law providing for an appointed board of three 
commissioners, at a salary each of about $2,500 
per annum. The committee has now the mat- 
ter of salary under consideration. The bill 
provides for a system of inspection by a chief 
inspector and deputies, the inspection to be 
confined to elevators in Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
and Duluth,exempting the country warehouses, 
except that any Board of County Commission- 
ers may require bonds to be given by country 
warehouses in their territory. 

It seems from information gathered from 
House members that the bill extending St. 
Paul's city limits will receive vigorous opposi- 
tion in the House. A large number of inter- 
ested men from Hamline and Macalester Co- 
leges and Merriam Park are still earnestly pro- 
testing against the measure. It is predicted 
that an amendment similar to that offered hy 
Senator Greenleaf in the Senate, to leave out 
MacAlester College and part of the territory 
of the Catholic Industrial School, but 
which was lost, will be attempted in 
the House with more certainty of success. A 
powerful lobby, backed by the Presbyterian 
denomination on the part of Macalester College 
and in behalf of the trustees of Hamilton Uni- 
versity, is working against the movément. It 
is claimed that Minneapolis bas invested nine- 
tenths of the money put in by the two cities in 
improvements at Hamilton University, and a 

of that at Macalester, while some 
farmers object to be taken into the City of St.

GEORGES ELIOT'S LIFE. 


Glimpses of the Biography by Her 
Husband, Mr. Cross—Reminiscences 
of Her Childhood-—-How Her First 
Story Came to Be Written—The Germ 
of Adam Bede’’—Her Marriage and 
Death. 

The American edition of “George Eliot's 


Life as Related in Her Letters and Journals 


(Harper & Bros.) bas appeared within a few 
days of its publication in England. J, W. Cross, 
the husband of the distinguished novelist, ex- 
plains in the preface that his work has been 
almost entirely that of an editor to carefully 
arrange and select from a great mass of corre 
spondence and journals such extracts as will 
form a complete autobiography of George 
Eliot, “free from the obtrusion of any 
mind but her own.” Little, he believes, can 
be added to what is already known through 
her works of the intellectual side of her na- 
ture. The letters reveal the side of her affec- 
tions, which was the supreme pleasure of ber 
life. Tuer have been carefully pruned of all 
that seemed to the editor irrelevant, and little 
has been introduced by way of comment. The 
letters are printed in the same type as the ma- 
terial supplied by Mr. Cross, the distinction be- 
tween the parts being marked by width ot 
margin only. The dates of the letters and the 
persons to whom they were written are indi- 
cated by marginal notes. The work appears in 
three volumes, with a pumber of illustrations, 

It is purposed in this article to present a few 
of the interesting features of these volumes— 
glimpses bere and there—without any design of 
giving a connected sketch of George Eliot's 
life. 

Robert Evans, Nov. 22, 1819, wrote in his 
dlary. Mary Ann Evans was born at Arbury 
Farm at 5 o'clock this morning.” In March, 
1820, the Evans family removed to Griff, “a 
charming red-pricx ivy-covered house on the 
Arbury estate; and there George Eliot spent 
the first twenty-one years of po bee 

Her father, it is said, was a rkable man, . 
many of whose traits are portrayed in Adam 
Bede. He was noted for bis physical strength 
and determination of character. George Eliot 
once wrote of him: My father did not raise 
himself from being an artisan to be a farmer: 
he raised himself from being an artisan to be a 
man whose extensive knowledge in every 
varied practical department made his services 
valued through several counties. He had large 
knowledge of building, of mines, of planta- 
tions, of various branches of valuation and 
measurement—of ali that is essential to the 
management of large estates.” 

Ot the earlier years of George Eliot's life the 
biography gives the following incidents: ** The 
first book that George Eliot read, so far as I 
have been able to ascertain, was a little vol- 
ume published in 1822, entitled ‘The Linnet's 
Life, which she gave to me in the last year of 
ber hfe at Whitigy.” It was a present from 
her father. Among the books which were ber 
delight in childhood were Waveriey,’’ Lamb, 
The Pilgrim's Progress. and Rasselas.”’ 

During her monotobous country life at Griff 
she took lessons in Italian, German, and mu- 
sic, and developed those powers of concentra- 
tion and keen mental vision which afterward 
made her famous. ‘These things we giean from 
Mr. Cross’ introductory chapter. From Aug. 
18, 1838, the correspondence tells the story of 
the novelist's life. 6 

When a girlot 19 she writes: For my part, 
when I hear of the marrying and giving in mar- 
riage that is constantly being transacted, I can 
only sigh for those who are multiplying earthly 
ties which, though powerful enough to detach 
their hearts and thoughts from Heaven. are so 
brittie as to be lable to be snapped asunder at 
every breeze.“ And afew months later she 
moralizes about the evil effects of novelread- 
ing as follows: Iowve the culprits a grudge 
for injuries inflicted on myself. When I was 
quite a little child I could not be satisfied with 
the things around me. I was constantly 
living in a word of my own creation, 
and was quite contented to have no 
companions, that I might be left to my own 
musings, and imagined scenes in which I was 
chief actress. Conceive what a character 
novels would give to these Utopias. I was early 
supplied with them by those who kindly sought 
to gratify my appetite for reading, and of 
course I made use of the material they sup- 
plied for buiiding my castles in the air." 

Her first allusion to authorship is in a letter 
dated July 17, 1839, incloemg some doggerel 
lines, the crude fruit of a lonely walk last 
evening.” It is a farewell to earth, and this is , 
a specimen stanza: 

Thou sun, to whose parental beam I owe 

All that has gladdened me while here below, 

Moon, stars, and covenant-confirming bow, 
Farewell! 

These verses were printed in the Christian 
Observer for January, 1840. 

In March, 1841, Mr. Robert Evans and his 
daughter removed to a house on the Foleshill 
road, in the immediate neighborhood of Coven- 
try, and George Eliot experienced a complete 
change from ber monotonous country life. 
This was a period of religious doubt and trou- 
bie for her. 

George Eliot's first considerable literary 
work, her translation of Strauss'! Life of 
Jesus, was completed when she was 27. Ina 
letter written at that time she says: I have 
nothing on earth to complain of but eubjective 
maladies. Father is very well, and 
have not a single excuse for discontent 
through the livelong day.“ Her bi- 
ographer adds: The completion of the 
translation of Strauss ig another milestone 
passed in the life journey of George Eliot, and 
the comparatively buoyant tone of the letters 
immediately following makes us feel that the 
walled neck is out of the yoke for a time.“ On 
the period during which she wrote for the 
Westminster Review, made the acquaintance 
of Carlyle, Lewes, and Herbert Spencer, and 
distinguished herself in that circle of philoso- 
phers, we cannot enter. It is interesting to 
note, by the way, that in 1852, alluding to the 
‘*Blithedale Romance.“ which she has not 
seen, but has a desire to read, she says: 
Hawthorne is a grand favorit of mine, and 1 
shall be sorry if he do not go on surpassing 
himself.“ 

George Eliot's union with George Henry 
Lewes ia 1854, her biographer considers the 
most important event of her life. He consid. 
ers that the best defense of that action is the 
whole tenor of the life which followed it. The 
point of view from which George Eliot re- 


garding her action is recorded in a letter writ- , 


ten to her friend, Mrs. Bray, in 1855: “If 
there is any one action of my life which is, and 
always has been, profoundly serious, it is my 
relation to Mr. Lewes. Light and 
easily broken ties are what I neither desire 
theoretically nor could live for practically. 
Women who are satisfied with such ties 
do not act as I have done. That 
any unworldly, unsuperstitious per- 
son who is sufficiently acquaint- 
ed with the realities of life can pronounce my 
relation to Mr. Lewes immoral, I can only 
understand by remembering bow subtle and 
complex are the influences that mold opinion. 
From the majority of persons of course, 
we never looked for anything but condemna- 
tion. We are leading no life of self-indulgence, 
except, indeed, that being happy in each other, 
we find everything easy. Weare working bard 
to provide for others better,than we provide 
for ourselves, and to fulgil every responsibility 
that lies upon us. Levify and pride would not 
be a sufficient basis for that. Pardon me if in 
vindicating myself from some unjust conclu- 
sions, | seem too cold and self-asserting.” 

One of the most interesting things in the 
book is George Eliot's account of how she came 
to write a novel when 37 years of age: 

September, 1856, made a new era in my life, for 
it was then I began to write fiction. It had always 
been a vague dream of mine that some time or

Uarlyle came. very near it when she said she 
thought of the author as “a man of middle-age 
with a wife, from whom he has got those beau- 
tiful feminine touches in his book.” Thack- 
eray, on the other baad, told Blackwood that 
they were not written by a woman.

The germ of “Adam Bede” was an anecdote 
told me by my Methodist Aunt Samuel (the wife 
of my father’s younger brother)—an anecdote from 
her own experience. . We were sitting together 
one afternoon during her visit to me at Grif, prob- 
ably in 1839 or 1840, when it occurred to her to 
me bow she had visited a condemned criminal—a 
very ignorant girl who had murdered her child and 
refused to confess: how she had staid with her 
praying through the night; and how the poor creat- 
ure at last broke out into tears and confessed her 
crime. My aunt afterwards went with her in the 
cart to the place of execution, and she described to 
me the great respect with which this ministry of hers 
was regarded by the official people about the jail. 
The story, told by my aunt with great feeling, af- 
fected me deeply, and I never lost the impression of 
that afternoon and our talk t ther. . The 
character of Dinah grew out my recollections 
of my aunt, but Dinah is not at all like my aunt, 
who was a very small, black-eyed woman, and (as 
I was told, for I never heard her preach) very ve- 
hement in her style of preaching. ... The 
character of Adam and one or two incidents con- 
nected with him were suggested by my father’s 
early life, but Adam is not my father any more 
than Dinah is my aunt. Indeed, there is not a 
single portrait in Adam Bede”—only the sug- 
xeations of experience wrought up into new com- 
binations. When | began to write it the only ele- 
ments I had determined on, besides the churacter 
of Dinah, were the character of Adam, his relations 
to Arthur Donnithorne, and their mutual relations 
to Hetty—1i. e. to tne girl who commits child-mur- 
der-—the scene in the prison being, of course, the 
climax toward which I worked. Everything else 
2 out of the characters and their mutual rela- 

ons. 

It is remarkable that the firet friend of 
George Eliot's who discovered her identity was 
Mme. Bodichon, who, having only read extracts 
in reviews, wrote that she would goto the stake 
on the assertion that ber old acquaintance had 
Written Adam Bede.“ George Eliot replied: 
God diess you, dearest Barbara, for your 
love and sympathy. You are the first friead 
who has given any symptom of knowing me— 
the first heart that bas recognized me in a 
book which has come from my heart of 


There is not space for more of these interest- 
ing revelations of George Eliot's personal life. 
It remains, however, to give Mr. Cross’ own 
account of bis marriage to George Eliot, and 
the causes which led to it. Speaking of the 
months succeeding George H. Lewes’ death, 
ne says: 0 

As the year went on George Eliot began to see 
all her old friends again. But her life was never- 
theless a life of heart-loneliness. Accustomed as 
she had been for so many years to solitude & deux. 
the want of close companionship continued to be 
very bitterly felt. She wasin the habit of going 
with me very frequently to the National Gallery, 
and to other exhibjtions of pictures, te the British 
Museum Sculptures, and to South Kensington. 
This constant association engrossed me complete- 
ly, and was a new interest to ber. A bond of 
mutual dependence had been formed between us. 
The 28th of March (1880) she came down to Wey- 
bridge and staid till the 30th, and the 9th of April 
it was finally decided that our marriage should 
take place as soon and as privately as might be 
found practicable. 

After the George Eliot wrote to 
Mme. Bodichon: “I shall be a better, more 
loving creature than I could have been in soli- 
tude. To be constantly, lovingly grateful for 
the gift of a perfect love is the best illumina- 
tion of one’s mind to all the possible good there 
may be in store for man on this troublous little 
planet.” 

This happiness was not long to be enjoyed. 
Dec. 22, 1880, she died, and ber spirit 
joined that choir invisible, whose music is the 
gladness of the world..

The Ohio & Mississippi. 

The Indianapolis Journal says: A person 
who claims to be in a position to know the real 
financial condition of the Obio & Mississippi 
Road expresses the opinion that the road will 
be forced into the hands of a receiver again 
within the next few months. He states that 
the company is now falling behind in paying 
for its supplies, and there is good authority 
for saying that there will be a default 
in paying the interest on bonds soon 
failing due. It seems really unfortunate that 
so valuable a property sbould be eouffed 
about in the manner it has been since 1867. The 
company owns from Cincinnati, O., to Bast St. 
Louis, III., 340 miles; Louisville Branch, North 
Vernon to Jeffersonville, Ind., fifty-three miles: 
total Ohio & Mississippi Line, 393 miles; the 
Springfield Division, Beardstown to Shawnee- 
town, III., 222 miles; total operated, 615 miles. 
The Eastern and Western Divisions were solid 
in foreclosure, and the Ohio & Mississippi Com- 
pany formed by consolidation, Nov. 21, 1867. 
Oct. 17, 1876, the company was placed in the 
hands of receivers. In October, 1881, John M. 
Douglas was appointed receiver, vice King, re- 
signed. The receiver was discharged in April, 
1884. an@ overdue coupons of April and Octo- 
ber, 1878, ana April, 1879, on second- 
ponds were then paid.

THD. BUSINESS’ S(TUATION. 

There have been long pefiods in the last 
three years when business affairs were in 
such shape that any event, in itself of no 
great consequence, was likely to set in motion 
a train of disasters that would demgralize 
the markets, precipitate a decline in prices, 
and place everybody's interests in jeopardy. 
The country had such an experience in the 
failure of the Marine National Bank of New 
York.- The time has apparently now arrived 
when the accidents are much more apt to 
count on the other side, Of course large 
faiJures are still among the probabilities, but 
everything has been brought down so near 
hardpan that they would not have a crush- 
ing effect. And then as we get away, week 
by week, from the panie atmosphere of the 
year 1884 such events are less and less likely 
to happen. During the year 1884 affairs 
were in such condition that a slight improve- 
ment in any branch of trade was of no lin- 
portance to the business of the coun- 
try because the drift was so strong the 
other way as to immediately overpower the 
good influences. The liquidation has now 
progressed so far and the great body of the 
people are really so thrifty that every little 
improvement will have its effect. The farm- 
ers have paid up their most pressing debts, 
and their supplies are so low that they must 
and will soon buy; laborers, artisans, and 
the entire middle class have also denied them- 
selves a great many things in the last two 
or three yeats fhat they will purchase as 
soon as they can see a reasonable probability 
of better times; merchants and mannfact- 
urers have small stocks of goods, and will 
themselves act in response to the demands of 
their customers. It is only necessary for 
buyers and sellers to see that the period of 
general bankruptcy is substantially past, that 
there is little risk of a further decline in 
prices, and that there is a prospect of at least 
a small profit in ordinary business transac- 
tions. Events seem to be shaping themselves 
toward a realization of these conditions. 

The status of thé foreign trade will be an 
important help to us. There was a balance 
of $120,076,072 in our favor for the year 
1884, against 8108, 168, 100 for 1883, and $15,- 
188,489 for 1882. Our imports have fallen off 
nearly $120,000,000 in the last three years, 
while the exports have decreased less than 
$19,000,000. This isevidence of.the practice 
of much economy among the people, for our 
imports consist largely ot luxuries, It is cus- 
tomary to make an allowance of about $100,- 
000,000 a year for freights and interest due 
abroad, but this estimate is probably much 
too large for the present time, as round 
amounts of our securities have been re- 
turned to us since the dull times began. The 
statistical condition of our foreign trade is 
therefore a strong one, and the main reason 
why we have not of late imported gold 18 
that money has been higher in London than 
here and balances have been freely trans- 
ferred to the other side. Once an opening 
for the employment of those funds appears 
„ 

fact that so many of our securities 
have been sent back partially accounts for 
the accumulation of idle money at the bank- 
ing centres. Dividends and have 
been paid to Americans instead. of Europe- 
ans. Foreign capital has been in past years 
of vast benefit to us, but we are rapidly get- 
ting into a position where we can take care 
of ourselves, and the shipment of our stocks 
and bonds to this country is by no means a 


feeling against American securities in Lon- 
don, and the railroad stocks deserve about 
all that has been said against them, but peo 
ple on the other side who sell the better elass 
now will sell at or near the bottom, That is, 
of course, just what the Wallstreet 
sharks want them to do. In this country 
there is a somewhat more favorable feeling 
teward them even among the conservative 
classes. The demand for guod bonds has 
improved,. and the wildeat stocks have 
moved up. 

The insolvency record of last week was the 
least disastrous we have had for months— 
there were no failures. of any considerable 
importance.

The act says the interest shall be 
payable semi-annually, and that it means 
the interest shall be paid by the company 18 
evident from the clause following, which 
says that it may be peid in any money which 
the United States may declare to be a legal 
tender—a statement which would be super- 
fluous if it were the United States which was 
to pay the interest. The act contemplated 
the contingency that the roads might not be 
able to pay the interest and that the Govern- 
ment might have to do so, and provided for 
it, but the language of the act shows that it 
was provided for only as something which 
might happen. .This is further apparent 
from. the language used in another sec 
tion, where it is made a cond 
tion of the grant that the road shall 
pay the bonds at maturity.” No ref- 
erence is made to the interest, because it 
was évidently the intention of the Legis- 
lature that the road should pay the interest 
semi-annually, But the Supreme Court de- 
cided that all this meant that the road should 
not pay the interest, but that burden must be 
borne by the general taxpayers while the 
read has been taxing them to pay over $20,- 
000,000 in dividends on watered stock. 

The Supreme Court has in the same acute 
spirit established the Union Pacific in a land 
monopoly which the charter sought in ex- 
press words to deny them. Any of the land- 
grant said the charter ‘‘ which shall not be 
sold or disposed of by the company within 
three years after the entire road shall have 
been completed shall be subject to settlement 
and preémption like other lands at a price 
not exceeiling $1.25 an acre, to be paid 
to the company.” ‘The professed ob- 
ject of this was to prevent the com- 
pany from holding a large block of land 
at its own pleasure. It was te have a reason- 
able time to sell it at as high a price as it 
chose to ask; after that the public were to be 
allowed to come in at Government prices, 
but the company was still to have the money 
they paid. When settlers attempted to enter 
the lands three years after the completion of 
the road the company ejected them, and the 
Supreme Court sustained it in doing so on 
the groupd that, having mortgaged the land, 
it had Leen disposed of. But the court did not 
explain how the company had acquired the 
right to mortgage away the conditions put by 
Congress on the grant, and afterwards the 
same Supreme Court decided that the road 
need not pay taxes on the land, as it was not 
the owner. 

lt is easy to understand from these chap- 
ters of history why Senator Morgan and the 
land-grant roads are so anxious to have the 
forfeiture of the land-grant referred to the 
Supreme Court. 


HOW THE AMERICANS WOULD DO IT. 

Engiand is in an ugly dilema over her 
Egyptian and Soudan affairs. One of her 
very best officers sent over as a savior to the 
wild Arab tribes has either been assasinated 
or is a captive in the hands of the wild sons 
of the desert, Her greatest General— Wol- 
seley—is at the head of a ridiculously small 
army which is threatened with destruction, 
The Home Government is berated by the 
Tory press and the crowd for bringing about 
this condition, and there fs a general wail of 
hesitation, perplexity, and something akin to 
despair. There is an apprehension that the 
Mohammedan population of India may revolt 
and overthrow British rule. Many fear that 
Kussia may take advantage of the commo- 
tion to invade India; others are apprehensive 
that France may interfere in Egypt and at- 
tempt to oust England there; and all deplore 
the smallness of the English army for the 
task before it, and the protection of British 
interests and the upholding of Britain’s pres- 
tige, and many are looking to poverty-strick- 
en and feeble Italy for help! 

This is certainly a humiliating attitude. for 
a great natlon—an Empire on which the sun 
never sets—and one against which American 
pride and American pluck would revolt. 

Looking at this situation from an American 
point of view, and putting ourselves as far 
as possible in England's place, the obvious 
course for the British Government would 
seem to be the adoption of the American sys- 
tem of conducting wars—the volunteer sys-

INVESTIGATION OF SPIRITUALISM. 

The phenomena of spiritualism are at last 
to be investigated from the scientific point of 
view, and in a manner which will command 
universal attention and respect. The Amer- 
ican Society for Psychical Research has been 
organized recently, with Prof. Simon New- 
comb for President, Profs. G. Stanley Hall, 
G. 8. Fullerton, E. C. Pickering, and Drs. H. 
P. Bowditch and C. 8. Minot for Vice-Pres- 
idents, and Profs. G. F. Barker, John Trow- 
bridge, A. Hyatt, J. M. Pierce, Dr. C. C. 
Everett, T. W. Higginson,.and Moorefield 
Storey for Councilors. Meanwhile, the com- 
‘mission of professors of the-University of 
Pennsylvania recently organized under the 
provisions of the will of the late Henry Sey- 
bert, a prominent Spiritualist who was the 
victim of the Bliss spiritualistie tricksters 
and of the Katie King sensation, has also 
commenced its investigations, and is doing 
its work In the most thorough and conscien- 
tious manner. 

The American. Society for Psychieal Re- 
search, in connection with a similar society 
in London—and we understand a branch is 
to be organized in Chicago—is about to in 
vestigate the vexed. question whether 
thoughts and ideas can be transferred from 
one person to another, which includes, we 
presume, the cognate question of what is 
known as mind-reading. As this is one of 
the fundamentals, the establishment of the 
possibility of such a transfe, beyond any 
question of trickery or imposture will be 
an important starting-point in the investiga- 
tion of the alleged spiritualistie phenomena, 
such as the receipt of messages by table raps 
or tips, slate-writing, and the appearance of 
materialized spirits. 

The Seybert Society has gone to work in & 
practical way. It summoned Slade, the most 
famous of all the mediums, before it, paid 
nim for his trouble, and had six private sé- 
ances with him. It has also examined nu- 
merous other mediums. Keller, the magi- 
cian, has consented to appear, and has agreed 
to do every one of Slade’s performances, in- 
eluding his magnetic effects, his movements 
of matérial objects without touching then), 
his mysterious ringing ef bells, the passage 
of one solid through another, the tying of 
knots in endless cords, the spontaneous and 
visible growth of vegetables, and the slate- 
Writing, not only as Slade does them, but in 
half a dozen different ways, under the same 
conditions as these imposed by Slade. After 
he has performed all these tricks he will 
show the commission how he does them. He 
does not, indeed, regard Slade as a very 
bright man, and offers to do the same things 
in much more mysterious ways. 

The result of these researches will tend to 
throw much light on the performances of so- 
called mediums, and will undoubtedly ex- 
pose many of their trickeries. The better 
class of Spiritualists themselves, including 
Maj, Bundy of the Religio-Philosophical

There is no surer way to attack 
some of the most distressing problems of our 
society than to teach our boys and girls how 
to do other useful things than sewing and 
ciphering.

The necessity for tame legislation in the in- 
terest of big is very generally 
recognized. Under tin law, with its 
scarcely more than nominal fees, low grogger 
jes flourish by scores in towns of moderate 
size and by thousands in such cities as Phila 
delphia and Pittsburg. In Philadeipbia there is 
a licensed liquor saloon for each 150 inhabitants, 
or one for each thirty families. No judicious 
man will claim that this proportion of drinking 
establishments to population is not excessive. 
Under such conditions as are now legal in this 
State the worst features of the liquor tramo 
are encouraged, and the revenue to the is 
ridiculously out of proportion to the m 
vaine of the privilege granted. A system of 
high license ($1,000 or more) for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors at retail would stamp out all 
those dens that pollute the neighborhoods in 
which they are located, and would Make the 
liquor traffic a much more respectabie business 
than it now is; and this bill sheuld receive the 
support of those dealers who desire to improve 
their social condition, as weill as of all those 
citizens, who think that the drinking problem 
can be solved by legislation. There is nothing 
to be feared in regard to the econstitutionality 
of such a law, as it is merely supplementai to 
existing laws in reference to the traffic in in- 
toxieating liquors, and wherever high license 
has been tried it has receiyed the commenda- 
tion of all good citizens.—Philadelphia Record

KING LEOPOLD TROUBLED. 
HE 18 EXCITED OVER THE PROBABLE FATE OF 
His FRIEND GEN. GORDON. 


Loxpox, Feb. 8.—| Special.]~— II., 
King of the Belgians and high peck a 
the Interpational African Association, is sorely 
distressed by the disaster which bas befallen 
Gen. Gordon at Kharteum. The affairs of the 
International Association bare pot gone 
smoothly of lave owing to the wrangles in the 
Berlin conference, the hesitancy ot France in 
recognizing the association, and the obduracy 
of Portugal in forcibly disputing its claims. 
In addition to these disquieting circumstances 
there are rumors of trdubies with some 
of the native chiefs along the Congo 
River, who have since Henry M. Stan- 
ley left the country openly. violated 
the treaties they made with bia. Gen. Gordon 
was expected to go to the Congo country in 
command of the association’s forces and to in- 
duce the natives to keep their pledges of amity, 
but now that he has been killed or captured at 
Kbartoum there seems to be nobody avajiable 
for this service, which requfres just such a 
combination of Skill, tact, and dash as Gen. 
Gordon possessed. If he and King Leopold had 
had their way a year ago, Gen. Gordon would 
have gone to the Congo instead of the Nile. 
He was prepared to even make tne 
of resigning bis commission in the British 
army so that he could accept the position 
offered bim by the King of the Beigians. But 
the War Office overruled bis proposition and 
insisted on sending him to Khartcum, with the 
proviso that after be had pacified or abandoned 
the Soudan he was te have an indefinit leave 
of absence, 60 that he could take the Cougo 
positon without resigaing his commission. If 
Gen. Gordon had gone to the Congo a year ago 
nobody doubts that affairs in the middie of 
Africa would now be in a much more satisfac- 
tery condition, and, so far as the Soudan is 
concerned, the situation there could not be 
much worse than it is at present. 

King Leopold bas sent a number of telegrams

BATTLE OF ABU-KLEA. 


How the British Square Was Broken 
~The English Almost Whipped. 

Loxpon, Jan. 26.—[Gen, Stewart's force was 
1,500 men, not counting the 150 men left to 
hold the camp. He had three light pieces of 
artillery in front of the square and one Gatling 
gun in the rear. 

The Datly News correspondent says: All night 
long we were harassed by enote from the 
nichts a thousand yards distant. On the oppo- 
sit fank there was the continuous bissing of 
bullets overhead. Now and then one fell in the 
square, but only two men and a camel were bit. 
Our sleep was not very sound. Thrice the 
men were called to arms beiore dawn, when 
a general attack on our position was expected.

States is losing her trade in wheat and wheat fiour 
with Europe. Considering the large number of 
countries competing for this trade, the foregoing 
statement shows a fair ratio to the credit of this 
country. Theimports given in English official re- 
ports from British North America include consider- 
able thereof from the United States exported via the 
St. Lawrence route. This being added to the ratio 
given, the above figures would make the aggregate 
ratio somewhat larger than the figures given indi- 
cate. The ratio of British North America was 3.85 
in 1882, 3.02 in 1883, and 3.97 in 1884.

THE PUMPING-WORKS, OGDEN DITCH, AND 
ILLINOIS CANAL. 

Lockport, III., Feb. 6.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—In view of your editorial of Jan. 18 
upon the ‘subject of the Ogden Ditch, and of 
the resolutiong of Ald. Dixon at the meeting 
of the City Council last Monday evening, I 
feel constrained to state some facts regarding 
the Bridgeport pumping-works and their rela- 
tion to the rivers and canal. 

The histery of the Ogden Ditch has been 
written so many times during the last twelve 
years that I shall not now locate or describe it. 
It is not true, however, that the City of Chica- 
go has dammed it several times, and that the 
dams have been cut by interested persons. At 
one time a dam was built across the upper 
end, but the pruprictors of the ditch required 
it to be made so low that it was practically yse- 
less. In 1878 I purchased for the State a strip 
of land extending across the upper end 
of the ditch, and upon this tract a higher dam 
was built with embankments at a cost of 
$1,359. This dam was cut by parties to me un- 
known. No other dam has been built there to 
my knowledge, except a few temporary struct- 
ures erected by the ice-cutters, which are ot 
no service to the city. The strip of land, how- 
ever, is still the property of the State, and may 
be used at any time for the construction of a 
dam. Thusit will be seen that the canal au- 
thorities have not beefi indifferent to the 
necessity of abating the nuisance. 

It is true that the canal has been impeded by 
silt, which it has cost the State many thou- 
sands of dollars to remove, and that 

uantities still remain at Sag, Lockport, and 

oliet outside of the channel of navigation. 
But when the deep cut was opened for uaviga- 
tion in 1871 the lake stood tea feet at Bridge- 
port. This was in July. In November the 
level had sunk to six feet six inches. This was 
before the Ogden Ditch was opened. For seven 
years the level remained very iow, and the 
stage of water at Summit was inadequate to 
the needs of navigation. — 1 
the level was supplied by — K 
pumps. Now, where is the authority for the 
statements in your editorial of Jan. 18? 

The quantity of mud from the Ogden Ditch 
is growing less every year. The water from 
the Desplaines River does more damage than 
that from the ditch, yet not more than the 
water on the south side of the canal.

Now let us consider Ald. Dixon's resolutions. 
The joint resolution ot the Legislature pro. 
vides: That the Canali Commissioners sball 
pow confer with the Mayor or other proper 

thorities of the City of Ch and it said 
shall without d to cause a 
rv into the canal from the Chicago River, 
sufficient to dilute purify the waters, and 
thus remedy the evils complaineé of, said flow 
to be not less than 60,000 cubic feet per minute 
including’ the ordinary dow into the canal from 
the Chitago River, or so much thereof as in their 
said canal cangearry; and if this shall 
he accomplished by the Ist day of September, 
1881, the Commissioners shail accept it in lieu 
of obtaining a supply of water from the other 
sources named. 

The city got the above-mentioned pumping- 
works ready to commence operations Jan. 8, 
1884, and they were run continuously forty-one 
days, or until the 17th of February, raising the 
water only four inckes above the surface of 
the Chicago River. At that time I requested 
that the pumps be stopped and the lockgates : 
opened so as to let the water from the flood 
pass into the lake. The pumps were not 
started again until the 3d day of June, though 
I asked that they be started sooner. 
che delay wus caused by some changes 
were being made. They pum until the 
break-up late in December, e the water 
during the whole time on an average of one 
foot and one inch above the surface of the 


water in the Chicago River, producing good re- ¥ 


sults in the Chicago River and in the canal. 


The stage of water as maintained by the “ 


pumps from June 3 to the time of stopping in 
December was just about the same as the 


natural stages ot the lake in 1871. The reason ¢ 
the water in the Chicago River bas not been as 5 


clear the last season as in 1871 is because the 
sewage has been more than doubled. Since 
the ice has become heavy and thick the pumps 
are carrying the water about two feet above 
the Chicago River, because the water is ob- 
structed in the upper end of the Summit level. 
The water here is now over three feet lower 
than the ordinary stage, and has been so for 
many days. Ihave often asked if they couid 
not pump more w „ but the answer has 
been that they were doing all they could at 
present. 

There is novobjection to the water being 
raised at least two teet at Bridgeport and three 
or four feet at Lockport. I certainiy know 
nothing of any peragn connevted wich the 
canal or authorized to speak for it ever bav- 
ing called for fess water in the canal from the 
Bridgeport pumps. 

Too much, however, must not be expected 
from the canal as a main sewer. When the 
city undertook the deepening of the Summit 
level of the canal in 1865-'66 it was only the 
South Branch that it was proposed to cleanse, 
and 25,000 cubic feet of water per minute was 
all that was intended to be passed through it. 
The Ogden Ditch,” the Desplaines River, the 
Town of Lake, and the North Branch were not 
com prised in the first plans, but have ali been 
included since.

TWO MORE CHURCH DOGMAS. 


Mr. Newton Discusses the Popular No- 
tion of the Atonement and Election. 
New Tonk. Feb. 6.—The sermon of the Rev. 

R. Heber Newton yesterday was an answer to 

0 Bisbop ’* Ingersoll’s attack on the dogmas of 

predestination and of the atonement. In the 

course of his sermon Mr. Newton said: 

**I seek to indicate hints of the new form for 
the older dogmas in which the doctrines of the 
Christian Church are enshrined, so that young 
men who are said to revolt from the old forms 
of expression as unreasonable and offensive 
may be induced at least to wait quietly upon 
the Lord until He shall let the light break 
forth. 

‘Il would speak to you of the two great doc- 
trines of the Christiau Church, which, in their 
popular form, furnish a natural target for the 
critics of Obristianity. First is the doctrine of 
election. Our own articles of faith are ex- 
tremely guarded and careful on this point, and 
need give offense to no one, but in the West- 
minster Catechism it is otherwise. What that 
means in popular theology every one knows 
who remembers what a blicht Puritanism bas 
laid upon religion. It means that tne infinit 
Father deliberately predetermined that certain 
individuals He would select and save upto 
everlasting happiness, and that He deliberately 
determined before a child of man drew breath 
that certain other individuals He would pass by 
and ordain to everiasting damngnon, and that 
He did proceed actually to carry out this plan. 
All this, according to the Westminster Confes- 
sion, is to be done without any reference to the 
worthiness or unworthiness of the individuais 
concerned. The doctrine is not intelligible. It 
is mere arbitrariness. 

It means that One upon the trone of Goa is 
a Being of whom we can form only the most 
revolting conception. It means that this God 
is a Being whom it is very easy and natural to 
hate, and very difficult and almost wrong to 
Is it any marvel, while a large part of 
Christendom holds such a confession of faith, 
that the barbed arrows of blasphemy should be 
buried against it? Is itany wonder that the 
hot boits of indignation should be flung from 
men's hearts upon it? How easy for young 
men to say, ‘Away with this doctrine: there's 
nothing in it. It is only one of the bubbles 
that theologians have thrown up into the air 
and which breaks at the first solid touch of 
fact.’ Ask yourselves is it possible that our 
fathers used utter nonsense in their 
thoughts? Was there no real problem before 
them, a mystery of selection or election which 
baffled their minds, fascinated them, and com- 
pelled them to make some statement, the best 
of which they were capable, to solve that mys- 
tery, in the thought, in the language of that 
age? Thie doctrine is one of the oldest among 
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at the law of atonement in the 
fice, and a munificent pu 
‘seen to break through it.
